Bush: Iran 
Supplying 
Weapons 

President defends elaim that 
Tehran sends bombs to Iraq 

WASHINGTON! Challenged on the accuracy of 
U.S. intelligence, President Bush said at a news 
conference on Wednesday there is no doubt 
the Iranian government is providing armor- 
piercing weapons to kill American soldiers 
in Iraq. But he backed away from claims the 
top echelon of Iran’s govern- 
ment was responsible. 

Iran was a dominant 
theme of reporters’ ques- 
tions because of conflict- 
ing statements about 
U.S. intelligence in Iran 
and recurring specula- 
tion that Bush is looking 
for an excuse to attack the Islamic republic, 
which Washington and its allies believe is 
seeking nuclear weapons. 

Defending U.S. intelligence that has pin- 
pointed Iran as a hostile arms supplier in 
Iraq, Bush said, “Does this mean you’re try- 
ing to have a pretext for war? No. It means 
I’m trying to protect our troops.” 

There have been mixed signals in the 
administration about Iran’s involvement 
in supplying Shiite groups in Iraq with a 
particularly lethal type of roadside bombs 
known as explosively formed penetrators. 

Three senior U.S. military officials, at 
a weekend briefing, said the highest levels 
of the Iranian government had ordered the 
weapons smuggled into Iraq. But Gen. Peter 
Pace, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said later he was not ready to conclude that 
Iran’s top leaders are behind the attacks, (ap)

Testimony Concludes in Libby Trial 


Defense rests its case; 
closing arguments are 
planned for Tuesday 

WAS H I N GTO N I Attorneys for former 
White House aide I. Lewis “Scooter” 
Libby rested their case in the CIA 
leak trial Wednesday after a day of 
legal wrangling over classified infor- 
mation and whether additional wit- 
nesses could be presented. 

Special Prosecutor Patrick 
Fitzgerald called no rebuttal wit- 
nesses, ending the testimony phase 
of the trial. Closing arguments are 
scheduled for Tuesday. 

The final day of testimony in 
Libby’s perjury and obstruction 
trial had been billed as a block- 
buster. Attorneys said for months 
that Libby and his former boss. Vice 
President Dick Cheney, would tes- 
tify for the defense.

But Libby’s attorneys reversed 
course Tuesday and said nei- 
ther man would testify, leaving 
Wednesday to fight over whether 
NBC newsman Tim Russert could 
be called back to testify and how 
much evidence jurors would hear 
in Libby’s absence. 

The change in who would tes- 
tify prompted U.S. District Judge 
Reggie B. Walton to reverse course, 
too. He told defense attorneys that 
if Libby didn’t testify he would not 
allow some classified information to 
be presented to the jury as Libby’s 
defense team had planned. 

“My absolute understanding was 
that Mr. Libby was going to testify,” 
Walton said, recalling why he had 
agreed months ago to allow some 
classified information into evi- 
dence. “My ruling was based on the 
fact that he was going to testify.”

U.S. Opens Doors to Iraqi Refugees 


Administration bows 
to pressure, will allow 
7,000 to enter country 

WASHINGTON I The United States 
agreed Wednesday to greatly 
expand the number of Iraqi refugees 
allowed into America and to pay 
more to help Iraq’s Arab neighbors 
cope with the human tide fleeing 
increasing violence and economic 
hardship in their country. 


The decision to allow about 
7,000 Iraqis to come to the Unit- 
ed States answers mounting politi- 
cal and diplomatic pressure on the 
Bush administration to do more to 
remedy the consequences of a war 
it largely started. Only 202 Iraqis 
were allowed in last year. 

The administration also said 
it will immediately contribute 
$18 million for a worldwide resettle- 
ment and relief program. The United 
Nations has asked for $60 million 


from nations around the world. 
Although the United Nations 
estimates that

Rice been allowed to 

settle in the U.S. 

The proposal also includes plans to 
offer special treatment for Iraqis still 


in their country whose cooperation 
with the U.S. puts them at risk. 

Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Ind., told 
Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
at a hearing last week that the Unit- 
ed States could bring in 7,000 Iraq- 
is this year — exactly the number 
announced Wednesday. 

The move is a step in the right 
direction, considering the United 
States is a “chief cause” of the refu- 
gee problem, said Carolyn Saour, an 
Iraqi-American Christian living in 
Houston. Still, 7,000 “is severely low 
for the amount of damage that’s been 
done over the years,” she said, (ap)

Comedian Franken Runs for Senate

Former ‘SNL’ actor 
is a serious contender 
for Minnesota seat 

MINNEAPOLIS I Al Franken 
announced Wednesday that he 
will run for the Senate in 2008, 
making it clear that the comedian 
and author of “Rush Limbaugh Is 
a Big Fat Idiot” wants to be taken 
seriously as a political figure. 

Franken said he would seek the 
Democratic nomination to challenge 
Republican incumbent Norm Cole- 
man and immediately acknowl- 
edged the doubts voters may have 
about electing a former “Saturday 
Night Live” performer. 

“Minnesotans have a right to be 
skeptical about whether I’m ready 
for this challenge and to wonder 
how seriously I would take the 
responsibility that I’m asking you 
to give me,” Franken said in a video 
on his Web site. 

Franken’s announcement came 
on the final day of his show on the 
liberal radio network Air America. 


His decision instantly makes him 
a serious contender and brings 
national attention to the race. 

His candidacy will test whether 
Minnesotans are in the mood for 
another celebrity-turned-politician, 
after the 1999-2003 governorship 


of former pro wrestler Jesse Ven- 
tura. Ventura’s fame and occasion- 
ally outrageous behavior regularly 
brought national attention to the 
state but wore on the patience of 
many Minnesotans. 

Stephen Hess, a professor of 


political science at George Wash- 
ington University, said Franken’s 
bid is serious. 

“He’s not doing this as some folks 
have done it to give them better gigs 
on the Borscht circuit,” he said.

SAN DIEGO I The CIA’s former 
No. 3 official and a defense contrac- 
tor pleaded not guilty Wednesday 
to federal charges resulting from 
an investigation that already has 
sent former U.S. Rep.

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Republicans Break Ranks 


Small number of GOP 
House members back 
bill against troop surge 

WASHINGTON I Breaking ranks, a 
small band of House Republicans 
declared their opposition to a troop 
buildup in Iraq on Wednesday, and 
President Bush appeared resigned 
to passage of a nonbinding measure 
disapproving of his decision. 

“I’m going to make it very clear 
to the members of Congress, start- 
ing now, that they need to fund our 
troops,” the president said, looking 
past this week’s debate toward con- 
gressional action next month on his 
request for nearly $100 billion for 
the military. 

Bush spoke at a White House 
news conference timed — coinci- 
dentally or not — for the hour that

Republican critics of his war poli- 
cies took their turn in a marathon 
debate on the House floor. 


“I am personally very high on 
President Bush, but on the matter of 
troop escalation, I am not in agree- 
ment,” said Republican Rep. How- 
ard Coble of North Carolina. 

Coble was one of fewer than a 
dozen Republicans to swing behind 
the measure, which declares that Con- 
gress “disapproves of the decision of 
President George W. Bush ... to deploy 
more than 20,000 additional United 
States combat troops to Iraq.” 

Approval is expected on Friday, 
and Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid has announced plans to try 
for a vote on an identical bill in the 
next few weeks. Prospects there are 
uncertain, since Republicans have 
said they will also demand a vote 
on an alternative measure that 
says Congress should neither cut 
nor eliminate funds for troops in 
the field, david espo (ap)

Relief Workers Urge 
Villagers to Flee Flood Areas 

Relief workers used dugout canoes, 
motorboats and a U.N. helicopter to 
rescue villagers from rising floodwa- 
ters Wednesday, but others refused 
to go because it would mean leaving 
their crops and livestock. Torrential 
rains have deluged southern Africa 
since December, killing more than 
100 people, including 40 in Mozam- 
bique.

Serbia’s parliament on Wednesday 
overwhelmingly rejected a U.N. plan 
that would give virtual independence 
to the breakaway province of Kosovo. 
The rejection sends a strong signal 
that Serbia will be unlikely to com- 
promise over its southern province, 
meaning a resolution to the dispute 
over Kosovo’s final status will prob- 
ably have to be imposed by the U.N. 
Security Council, (ap) 


Long-awaited sweep 
cranks up; 4 U.S. 
troops killed in Diyala 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Thousands of U.S. 
troops swept house to house through 
mostly Shiite areas virtually unop- 
posed Wednesday in the opening 
phase of the long-awaited Baghdad 
security crackdown. But four U.S. 
soldiers were killed outside of the 
capital in an area not covered by 
the operation. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, Iraqi sol- 
diers and police set up new check- 
points across the city of 6 million 
people, snarling traffic and forc- 
ing people to walk across bridges 
jammed with cars and trucks. 

The U.S. military said 14 sus- 
pects were detained and four weap- 
ons caches discovered during the 
day’s operation — seemingly a low 
tally. But U.S. officials say they are 
more concerned about establishing 
a long-term presence in the areas 
so that the public will gain confi- 
dence in security forces to protect 
them. 


Controversial 
Report on Secret 
CIA Flights OK’d 

STRASBOURG, FRANCE I The Euro- 
pean Parliament on Wednesday 
approved a controversial report 
accusing Britain, Germany, Italy 
and other European nations of 
turning a blind eye to CIA flights 
transporting terrorism suspects to 
secret prisons in an apparent breach 
of EU human rights standards. 

The report, concluding a yearlong 
probe into CIA activities in Europe, 
gives no direct proof that the intel- 
ligence agency ran secret prisons in 
Europe — an allegation that prompt- 
ed the inquiry in November 2005 
— but accuses some governments 
of complicity in the U.S. extraordi- 
nary rendition program. 

The report passed by a tighter- 
than- expected 382-256 majority, 
with 74 abstentions, after the law- 
makers clashed over its tone and 
content, (ap)

Sunni group daims 
responsibility for blast 
near Pakistani border 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Acar bomb killed 11 
members of Iran’s elite Revolution- 
ary Guards on Wednesday in the 
deadliest attack in years near the 
Pakistani border, and Iran accused 
the United States of backing mili- 
tants to destabilize the country. 

A Sunni Muslim militant 
group called Jundallah, or God’s 
Brigade, which has been blamed 
for past attacks on Iranian troops, 
claimed responsibility for the bomb- 
ing, according to the semiofficial 
Ears news agency. 

An al- Qaeda-linked group of the 
same name has carried out attacks 
in neighboring Pakistan.

U.S., U.K. Kids Worst Off 


New UNICEF report 
examines child welfare 
in 21 wealthy countries 

B E R L I N I The United States and Brit- 
ain ranked at the bottom of a U.N. 
survey of child welfare in 21 wealthy 
countries that assessed everything 
from infant mortality to whether 
children ate dinner with their par- 
ents or were bullied at school. 

The Netherlands, followed by 
Sweden, Denmark and Finland, 
finished at the top of the rank- 
ings, while the U.S. was 20th and 
Britain 21st, according to the report 
released Wednesday by UNICEF. 

One of the study’s researchers, 
Jonathan Bradshaw, said children 


fared worse in the U.S. and Brit- 
ain — despite high overall levels 
of national wealth — because of 
greater economic inequality and 
poor levels of public support for 
families. 

“They don’t invest as much in 
children as continental European 
countries do,” Bradshaw said, citing 
the lack of day care services in both 
countries and poorer health cover- 
age for children in the U.S. 

The study also gave the U.S. and 
Britain low marks for their higher 
incidences of single -parent fami- 
lies and risky behaviors among chil- 
dren, such as drinking alcohol and 
sexual activity. 

Britain was last and the U.S. sec- 
ond from the bottom in the catego- 


ry focusing on relationships, based 
on the percentage of children who 
lived in single -parent homes or with 
stepparents, as well as the percent- 
age who ate the main meal of the 
day with their families several times 
per week. 

Bob Reitemeier, chief executive 
of the Children’s Fund charity in 
Britain, said the UNICEF report 
also showed that less than half of 
British children reported good rela- 
tions with their peers. 

“That really jumped off the page,” 
he said, citing concerns about the 
competitive school environment in 
Britain and higher reported inci- 
dences of bullying and fighting. 
“The environment for these young 
people is quite negative.” (ap)

Subdued Rally Marks Hariri’s Death

Some demonstrators 
say Lebanese ‘fed up’ 
with ongoing protests 

BEIRUT, LEBANON | Government 
supporters carrying balloons and 
Lebanese flags filled a downtown 
square Wednesday to remember a 
slain former prime minister and 
criticize Syria. Hezbollah-led 
opposition supporters looked on 
from behind razor wire separat- 
ing the two sides. 

The mood was subdued amid 
fears the divided country could 
erupt — and exhaustion over the 
prolonged political crisis. Hundreds 
of troops were deployed to deter a 
clash between the sides a day after 
bombs tore through buses and killed 
three people. 

The demonstration, which ended 
in the afternoon without incident, 
lacked the fervor seen at past pro- 
tests mounted by both sides of Leb- 
anon’s political spectrum. 

Tens of thousands of support- 
ers of the U.S.-backed government 


packed Martyrs Square to com- 
memorate Rafik Hariri, the former 
prime minister killed in a suicide 
bombing on Feb. 14, 2005. But save 
for a few outbursts of slogan chant- 
ing, the rally was uneventful. 


“People are fed up and bored 
with demonstrations,” said Moham- 
med Hajawi, 23. “They [the politi- 
cal factions] have to resolve their 
problem one way or another.” 

The government, dominated 


by Hariri allies, hoped the rally 
would strengthen its position in 
the standoff with Iranian- and Syr- 
ian-backed Hezbollah. The Hezbol- 
lah-led opposition has been camp- 
ing out in downtown Beirut since 
Dec. 1 in an effort to force Prime 
Minister Fuad Saniora to resign, 
but he has not given in. 

With both sides entrenched, 
the crisis has paralyzed the gov- 
ernment and Lebanese increas- 
ingly fear it could erupt into sec- 
tarian violence. 

Lebanon has been hit by a 
string of bombings since the one 
that killed Hariri, most of them tar- 
geting key anti-Syrian figures. Tues- 
day’s bombing of two buses outside 
Beirut was the first that appeared 
intended to cause maximum casu- 
alties among civilians. 

Outrage over Hariri’s assassina- 
tion forced Syria to withdraw its 
troops from Lebanon, ending a 29- 
year presence. But the government 
and its allies claim Syria is trying to 
renew its power through Hezbollah.

Korean Talks 
To Resume Amid 
New Nuke Deal 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I The two 
Koreas set up a meeting for Thurs- 
day to discuss resuming high-level 
talks, the first sign of tensions relax- 
ing on the divided peninsula after 
North Korea signed a breakthrough 
nuclear disarmament agreement. 

Besides committing North Korea 
to halting its nuclear programs in 
exchange for oil, the accord calls 
for efforts to normalize relations 
with regional powers and estab- 
lish a permanent peace between 
the two Koreas, which technically 
remain at war. 

North Korea abruptly pulled out 
of Cabinet-level talks with South 
Korea in July after South Korea 
condemned the North for test-fir- 
ing seven missiles. 

Thursday’s meeting in North 
Korea’s border city of Kaesong 
reflects South Korea’s belief that 
“South-North relations have to be 
normalized,” South Korean Unifi-

State Farm suspends 
writing new policies 
after Katrina lawsuits 

State Farm Insurance Cos. is sus- 
pending sales of any new com- 
mercial or homeowner policies in 
Mississippi starting Friday, citing in 
part a wave of litigation it has faced 
since Hurricane Katrina, a company 
official said Wednesday. 

Mike Fernandez, vice presi- 
dent of public affairs for State 
Farm, said Mississippi’s “current 
legal and political environment is 
simply untenable. We’re just not in 
a position to accept any additional 
risk in this homeowners’ market.” 

Fernandez said the decision does 
not affect existing policies but the 
company is still assessing how many 
of the current policies in Mississippi 
will be renewed this year. 

Fernandez said the action was 
not a direct response to any spe- 
cific development in the litigation. 


That litigation has included a recent 
federal jury’s $2.5 million punitive 
damage award to a couple who sued 
State Farm for refusing to cover the 
2005 hurricane’s storm surge dam- 
age to their Biloxi home. 

U.S. District Judge L.T. Senter Jr. 
later reduced the award to $1 mil- 
lion, even though Senter said State 
Farm acted in a “grossly negligent 


way” by denying the claim filed by 
policyholders Norman and Gene- 
vieve Broussard. 

State Farm, the largest home- 
owners insurer in Mississippi, with 
more than 30 percent of the mar- 
ket, has agreed to settle hundreds

Weather Wreaks Havoc at Airports 


Thousands face delays 
and eancellations as 
runways are cleared 

WASHINGTON I Thousands of air 
travelers faced delays and cancel- 
lations Wednesday as area airports 
and airlines battled to recover from 
a winter storm. Reagan National 
and Dulles International airports 
were closed for much of the morn- 
ing as crews removed snow and ice 
from runways, officials said. 

National wasn’t able to open its 


main runway until 10:40 a.m. The 
first runway at Dulles did not open 
until 12:40 p.m., forcing carriers to 
cancel scores of flights into the late 
afternoon, officials said. 

A second runway at Dulles 
opened at 3:30 p.m. and a third at 
5:20 p.m., officials said. 

Metropolitan Washington Air- 
ports Authority spokeswoman Tara 
Hamilton said it was “laborious” to 
remove the combination of ice and 
snow from the runways. 

“If anyone experienced trying 
to chip cars out of coats of ice this 


morning, they can sympathize with 
what our crews were dealing with,” 
she said, adding that the airport used 
snowplows, blowers and sweepers to 
remove the ice and snow. 

United was forced to scrub about 
60 percent of its 626 arrivals and 
departures at Dulles because of 
the closed runway and a lack of 
planes at the airport in the morn- 
ing. It canceled the majority of its 
flights into Dulles on Tuesday night 
so they wouldn’t become stranded 
here, a company spokeswoman said.

CAPITALS I Washington Capitals 
coach Glen Hanlon has said that 
he’s not a fan of inflating the impor- 
tance of any of his team’s 82 regular 
season games. 

“We just try to play our game 
and not put too much emphasis 
on one over the other,” he said last 
month, just before his team hit a 
4-8-1 skid. “I think you back your- 
self into a corner when you do that. 
If you come into a game and say 
‘This is a must win’ and don’t win, 
then what do you do?” 

Well, with four of the next five 
games on the road (starting Thurs- 
day in Tampa) and the 23-26-8 Caps 
in 14th place in the 15 -team Eastern 
Conference, the recently completed 
four-game home stand was about 
as “must win” as it gets. 

They were solid through the first 
three, going 2-0-1, but fell apart in 
a 5-2 loss to the Rangers on Satur- 
day. With Jaromir Jagr returning 
to town, the Rangers just above 
the Caps in the standings and an 


uncommonly large crowd, the stage 
was set for a momentum-produc- 
ing victory. 

Veteran defenseman Jamie 
Reward said youth was no excuse 
for stage fright. 

“I don’t want to say the youth 
thing is starting to wear thin, but 
we have to understand we’re not as 
young as we think we are,” he said. 
“We can make some strides going 
forward.” 

To do that, they’ll have to over- 
come the knee injury to goalten- 
der Olie Kolzig, who will miss three 
weeks, and falling production from 
their big offensive names. 

Alex Ovechkin has one goal in 
his past five games and Alexan- 
der Semin has none in seven. The 
good news is that injured defense- 
men Brian Pothier and John Ers- 
kine are due back soon, but the Caps 
will have to get comfortable with 
playing games that matter more. 

“You’re just feeling more that 
you can really see how important 
they are in the standings with the 
playoffs creeping up,” captain Chris 
Clark said. “Every game you’re look- 
ing at those two points you need to

Vegas Is Gambling on Its Own Team 



Betting is making it 
difficult for desert city 
to host a pro squad 

N B A I Nobody does a party like this 
gambling town, a big reason why 
the NBA picked it for an All-Star 
celebration that threatens to add a 
new definition to the word excess. 
There are so many A-list happen- 
ings on the glittering Las Vegas 
Strip that Sunday’s game seems 
almost an afterthought. 

It’s the first time the NBA has 
held the annual exhibition in a city 
that doesn’t have a team. Already 
there’s talk about a return All-Star 
appearance in a few years. 

What Las Vegas really wants, 
though, is something more per- 
manent — a team of its own. So 
far, the glitzy city has struck out 
trying to land one from the four 
major sports. 

Las Vegas may have the biggest 
hotels in the world, including a $7 
billion resort complex under con- 
struction that other cities could 
never match. But it still looks with 
envy at more sedate places like 
Indianapolis that have teams — 
and titles. 

“I think Las Vegas is the next 
great world city, and a component 
part of that has to be a major league 
team, be it NBA, NHL, baseball or 


football,” said Mayor Oscar Good- 
man. “That’s what makes great 
American cities.” 

A big part of the problem for Las 
Vegas is that other American cities 
weren’t built on gambling. Other 
American cities don’t have neigh- 
borhood casinos that make it as easy 


to bet on a game as it is to go to the 
supermarket for a gallon of milk. 

“It’s not about a moral crusade 
about gambling,” NBA commission- 
er David Stern said when announc- 
ing the All-Star game would be in 
Las Vegas. “It’s just about betting on 
basketball games.” tim dahlberg (ap) 


NCAA Is Considering 
Revising Ruie Changes 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL | An NCAA 
committee has proposed rolling 
back some football rules that were 
enacted last season to shorten 
games after coaches complained 
the changes were unfair. 

The NCAA football rules com- 
mittee, meeting Wednesday in 
Albuquerque, N.M., recommend- 
ed going back to starting the clock 
on the snap after a change of pos- 
session instead of when the referee 
signals the ball ready for play. 

It also suggested starting the 
clock on kickoffs after the ball is 
touched by the receiving team rath- 
er than when it is kicked. 


“Most of the coaches were 
against the rules, felt it was unfair,” 
said Oregon coach Mike Bellotti, a 
committee member. “All levels of 
football, when 
coaches were 
surveyed, were 
against that 
rule.” 

Last season, 
the average Divi- 
sion I-A game 
lasted 3 hours, 
7 minutes — 14 minutes short- 
er than in 2005. In 2006, games 
averaged 127.5 plays, 14 fewer than 
a year earlier, tom coyne (ap)

NATIONALS I John Patterson gives 
whole new meaning to the term 
“No. 1 starter.” 

He is, after all, the one pitcher 
guaranteed a spot in the Wash- 
ington Nationals’ rotation as 
spring training begins. Now the 
lanky right-hander is setting out 
to show he’s the guy who appeared 
to have a breakout 2005 and not 
the guy who lost most of 2006 to a 
right forearm injury. 

“This is an opportunity that 
everybody looks for, whether it’s a 
team that only has one starter or 
not. It’s still the opportunity to pitch 
on opening day and be the head of 
a staff,” Patterson said. “I have the 
ability to do it. If I stay healthy, 
there’s no question in my mind.” 

Last year, he went 1-2 in eight 
starts, before arm surgery in July 
ended his season, the latest in a 
series of injuries. 

Patterson pronounced him- 
self healthy Wednesday, and said 


he’s looking forward to the luxury 
of a spring training when he can 
fine-tune his repertoire rather 
than fighting for a job or trying to 


prove he belongs. 

Then again ... 

“There’s never a season that 
you go into where you don’t have 


to prove something,” the 29 -year- 
old Patterson said. “I don’t care if 
you’re Chris Carpenter, Randy John- 
son, Curt Schilling, whatever.” 

Facts are, Patterson’s potential 
still is greater than his resume to 
this point. 

He’s never won 10 games in a 
season. 

Never pitched 200 innings in 
a season. 

His career record is 17-20 with 
a 4.09 ERA. 

And he’s been beset by injuries: 
elbow ligament replacement surgery 
in 2000, starting the next season 
on the DL, two months on the DL 
in 2004 with a strained right groin, 
and last year’s problems. 

And yet, Patterson can point to 
2005, when he did make 31 starts, 
when he did pitch 198 1-3 innings, 
when he did probably deserve a bet- 
ter record than 9 - 7 , when he did 
have a six- start stretch in which he 
had a 1.02 ERA and 54 strikeouts. 
That make general manager Jim 
Bowden talk about the possibility of 
Patterson being a “15- or 20 -game 
winner and an ERA title winner.”

Tech beat the Tar Heels 94-88 
last month after leading by 23, then 
dodging North Carolina’s furious 
rally to end the Tar Heels’ 18 -game 
winning streak.

The school that had grown used 
to fawning attention for a decade 
as it made runs through the NCAA 
tournament is now reeling amid its 
shakiest season in years.

The Zags are a big deal during 
the long winters in this Eastern 
Washington city. Every game in 
their 6,000 -seat arena is sold out.

Funereal Blues 


Lucinda Williams’ 
new CD is colored by 
the death of her mom 

M U S I C I At the outset, Lucinda Wil- 
liams’ latest album, “West” (Lost 
Highway), dwells on death, and 
soon she’s singing about the cost 
of funerals, both financial and 
emotional. 

Hey, anybody want to dance? 

Not all of “West” is so dark — in 
fact, the range of moods and musi- 
cal textures is part of the album’s 
charm. The death of Williams’ 
mother informs several songs, 
including “Fancy Funeral.” But 
there’s plenty of life in this mate- 
rial, which is by turns seething, 
sweet, lovely and loud. 

Hal Willner co-produced the 
disc, and while Williams’ music 
remains rootsy, he tweaks the mix. 
Percussion dominates at times, and 
on “Wrap My Head Around That” 
— a nine -minute Americana rap — 
Williams has fun venting over the 
same two -bar bass line throughout. 
That song and others include plenty 
of stinging guitar, especially from 
Bill Frisell, who continues to elevate 
every album he graces. 

Williams begins to move beyond 
mourning on “Unsuffer Me,” on 


which she lustily urges a lover to 
lift her spirits. It’s slow and sexy, 
with lyrics that would make Prince 
blush. The rocker “Come On” is just 
as raw, with a great kiss -off lyric. 

At the close, melody moves to 


the forefront. Williams pays tribute 
to her craft on the lovely “Words.” 
Even prettier is the closing title 
cut, a love song and wistful waltz. 
It’s perfect for dancing.

His Inner Demons 


New History Channel 
documentary reveals 
Tricky Dick Nixon 

COMPLEXlIn the two -hour profile 
“Nixon: A Presidency Revealed” 
(8 p.m., History), Henry Kissinger 
likens Nixon to a character out of 
Shakespeare, a man with flashes of 
greatness betrayed not by enemies 
but by his own inner demons. 

A character as complex as Nixon 
can’t be summed up in a mere two 
hours, and “Revealed” takes curious 
shortcuts. It omits two central chap- 
ters from Nixon’s biography — his 
role in prosecuting Alger Hiss and

his bitter 1950 race for the Califor- 
nia Senate seat. It’s almost impos- 
sible to understand the man, or his 
many detractors, without at least a 
glance at those events.

It’s brimming with 
personal anecdotes from aides and 
colleagues who were confused by 
his odd behavior and innate shy- 
ness. Kissinger and several his- 
torians wonder aloud why a man 
so ill at ease with people would 
have entered politics in the first 
place. 

“Revealed” makes much of 
Nixon’s analytical mind and his 
capacity for visionary strategic 
thinking. But, as in “Macbeth,” 
it’s the dark side of the ruler that 
continually rises to the surface.

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Chocolate s Dark Days 



Sweets 


Americans’ tastes 
change as they get 
more of the good stuff 

Americans’ love of chocolate has 
become a dark and bittersweet 
affair, and it took a former vintner 
to make it so. 

John Scharffenberger and Rob- 
ert Steinberg launched the first U.S. 
chocolate manufacturing company 
in half a century, drawing heavily 
on Scharffenberger’s refined palate 
and his past as a maker of sparkling 
wines. Together, they set out to do 
for dark chocolate what fellow Cali- 
fornian Robert Mondavi had done 
for wine — demystify, democratize 
and domesticate it. 

Call it kismet, uncanny timing 
or creative chemistry, but in the 11 
years since co -founding Scharf- 
fen Berger Chocolate Maker they 
have watched the public’s appetite 
for gourmet chocolate expand from 
a Valentine’s Day extravagance to

an everyday indulgence. 

Just as Americans have become 
more sophisticated about wine, 
whole -bean coffee, artisan chees- 
es and other products that once were 
the luxury of certified foodies have 
been mainstreamed to the masses. 
“The one thing that remained to be 
done was chocolate, and that’s what 
we hit on,” Scharffenberger said. 

Like the label of a fine wine, the 
wrapper on a Scharffen Berger choc- 
olate tells you exactly what’s inside. 
It was the first U.S. chocolatier to 
feature the cacao count prominent- 
ly on its wrappers — the higher the 
number, the darker and more bitter 
the chocolate. And the source of the 
beans is also noted, for those who 


like knowing whether their choc- 
olate got its start in Madagascar, 
Ecuador, Ghana or Peru. 

Scharffen Berger bars now are 
prominently displayed in the checkout 
lines of grocers such as Trader Joe’s, 


Andronico’s and Whole Foods. 

Yet venerable players such as 
Reading, Pa. -based Godiva Choc- 
olatier Inc., part of the Campbell 
Soup Co., and San Francisco’s Ghi- 
rardelli Chocolate Co. jump-started 



the trend, said Marcia Mogelonsky, 
an analyst ivith the market research 
firm Mintel International. 

Even the Hershey Co., the name 
synonymous with American choco- 
late, has invested heavily in premium 
chocolate, showing it is more than a 
fad, she said. Besides buying Scharf- 
fen Berger 1 34 years ago, the com- 
pany has introduced its own line of 
premium chocolate bars and late last 
year purchased Ashland, Ore.-based 
Dagoba Organic Chocolate. 

Between 2003 and 2005, U.S. 
sales of premium chocolates went 
from $1.4 billion to $1.79 billion, 
according to Mogelonsky. While it 
still represents only a fraction of the 
overall $15.7billion chocolate market, 
the grovsTh rate for the good stuff has 
been much faster — 28 percent com- 
pared to annual rates of 2 to 3 percent 
for the industry as a whole. 

Mogelonsky relates the trend 
to Americans’ growing self-indul- 
gence. “I can’t afford a mink and a 
diamond, but I can afford a piece of 
really good chocolate,” she said. 

The quality and quantity of cacao 
in abar or bonbon is what distinguish- 
es fine chocolate from the coating on 
a Snickers, said Scharffenberger, who 
personally oversees the blending of 
30 varieties of beans that go into the 
company’s products. 

“We aren’t creating flavors that 
are earth-shattering, just delicious,” 
he said, lisa leff (ap)

Snow bunnies can 
rejoice in cool new duds 


Style and substance collide on the 
ski slopes. It’s one of the few plac- 
es where every piece of clothing on 
your body simultaneously makes a 
statement and serves a purpose. 

Next time you’re stuck in a long 
lift line, look at the skiers around 
you. You’ll find everyone has a 
“look.” There’s the fashion plate 
in fitted pants and a fur-trimmed 
jacket, the practical Joe in an over- 
sized parka, the jokester in a hel- 
met with the unicorn horn sticking 
out on top. 

But the outfits that often stand 
out the most are those worn by the 
mountain pros — the instructors, 
the ski patrol, the lift operators. 
They seem to combine form and 


function in bold yet simple uniforms 
in primary colors that always look 
weather- appropriate. 

This is no accident. 

Many major ski resorts have 
deals with fashion and outdoor- 
gear companies to dress their 
pros in a way that will help 
with easy identification and 
branding while keeping their 
employees warm and dry all 
day long. 

But ski instructors and 
their brethren aren’t simply 
walking billboards. They offer 
input and insight into what they 
want from their clothes. The ben- 
efit for the rest of us is that the 
manufacturers then take those 


tips and incorporate them into the 
skiwear they offer to the public. 

Patrick Wiederkehr, the director 
of the St. Moritz Ski School in Swit- 
zerland, has offered technical feed- 
back to Italian fashion house Prada 
since a collaboration was formed in 
1999. The result? A ski suit that has 
shoulder reinforcements to make 
it easier to carry skis, a pocket for 
first-aid kits and adjustable hems 
on sleeves and pants to prevent 
water penetration. Designers rel- 
ish the expert advice from those 
who know best. 

“Any time you get to do a uni- 
form, it’s special. It’s what some- 
one is going to earn their living 
in,” said Steve Rogerson, senior 
design director of accessories for 
RLX Ralph Lauren, outfitter to the 
pros at the Aspen Skiing Compa- 
ny in Colorado’s Aspen and Snow- 
mass mountains for eight years. 
“It’s the ultimate test and the ulti- 
mate recognition of how your 
design functions in the real 
world.” 

Among the biggest 
challenges, Rogerson 
said: creating clothes 
with a limited budget that 
can function under an end- 
less list of conditions. 

The Ralph Lauren fashion cre- 
dentials were evident, though, when 
it came to cutting a slimmer silhou- 
ette. “One of the most distinctive 
things about the uniforms are the 
fit,” Rogerson said of the non-bulky 
lines of the RLX outerwear. “I can 
look at in an a photo and say, Tt’s 
one of ours.’” 

Fred Prescott, L.L. Bean vice 
president and merchandise man- 
ager overseeing outerwear, said the 
Bean design team works with the 
American Skiing Company pros at 
Mount Snow and Killington in Ver- 
mont and Steamboat Springs, Colo., 
to build an outfit using many layers 
without becoming bulky. 

Prescott said flexibility is key 
to a design’s overall wear-abil- 
ity since ski professionals are on 
the slopes in the sun, snow and 
rain — sometimes all in the same 
day — and their uniforms need 
to withstand the elements yet 
remain largely the same. And, of 
course, looking good never hurts.

‘Gem of the Ocean’ 
sails into America’s 
post- Civil War psyche 

S TAG E I With themes focusing on the 
Middle Passage and the aftershock 
of slavery on the African-American 
psyche, August Wilson’s “Gem of the 
Ocean” is certainly fully loaded. 

Set in the Hill District of 1904 
Pittsburgh, “Gem of the Ocean” 
looks at a community whose resi- 
dents migrated North in an effort 
to flee the Jim Crow South. 

Citizen Barlow (Jimonn Cole) is a 
new, rural migrant to the industrial 
city in search of his piece of freedom 
in a divided, post- Civil War society. 
He finds work at a local mill. When 
told that he actually owed his boss 
money for working, Barlow steals 
a bucket of nails. 


An innocent man is accused of 
the crime and chooses to drown 
rather than “live a lie.” Horrified 
by what his petty theft has wrought. 


Barlow seeks redemption from 285- 
year-old Aunt Esther (Lynnie God- 
frey) who’s known for her ability to 
cleanse souls. 


As he makes his way to the “City 
of Bones,” where his soul-search- 
ing journey climaxes. Citizen learns 
from his elders — including Solly, 
an Underground Railroad leader 
and former slave played by Joseph 
Marcel (from “Fresh Prince of Bel- 
Air”) — that even minus the phys- 
ical restraints of slavery, freedom 
remains elusive. 

Barlow emerges from his trip 
no longer the lost youth look- 
ing to his elders to make sense 
of the world. He picks up Sol- 
ly’s stick, a symbol of freedom, 
and walks off stage cementing 
his readiness to take over the 
struggle for the next generation.

AYouthful 
Jazz Twist 


The Vandermark 5 
keeps a venerable 
genre ever-surprising 

MUSIC I The always-working 
saxophonist/clarinetist Ken Van- 
dermark recently spent about 36 
hours at home before alighting on 
yet another tour, this time with his 
flagship band, the Vandermark 5, 
in support of its latest CD, “A Dis- 
continuous Line.” 

The album has a distinctly dif- 
ferent timbre from that of the band’s 
past efforts, mostly due to cellist 
Fred Lonberg-Holm. Rejoined the 
group about two years ago, replac- 
ing longtime trombonist Jeb Bish- 
op, and “Line” is his studio debut 
with the Vandermark 5. Lonberg- 
Holm’s versatility brings classical, 
rock and new-music elements to 
the group’s signature mixture of 
epic swing, free -jazz blasts and 


compositional twists. 

“We can sound like a more 
conventional jazz ensemble ... 
but we can also really quickly 
shift to something that’s totally 
unlike what people would associ- 
ate with the jazz tradition,” Van- 
dermark said over the phone, from 
the back of a van. He’s right: “Some 
Not All” has a heavy, almost Led 
Zeppelin-like breakdown in the 
middle, while “Aperture” swings 
and bounces in a late-’50s style 
that recalls the work of Charles 
Mingus. 

Another reason “A Discontinu- 
ous Line” sounds different is Van- 
dermark’s decision to stick solely to 
baritone saxophone and the B-flat 
and bass clarinets, leaving the alto 
and tenor sax work to Dave Rempis. 
“It’s more of a practical issue, actu- 
ally,” Vandermark said, citing the 
need to travel light when the group 
tours in Europe. “The arrangement 



and compositional issues stem from 
that. What’s going to give us the 
greatest number of colors, instru- 
mentally, with the limitations we 
have on the road?” 

While the Vandermark 5’s sound 
has been tweaked, the leader’s 
focus has remained consistent 
for the 11 years of his group’s exis- 


tence. “What I’ve tried to do with 
the band is develop this narrative 
structure of writing for an impro- 
vising ensemble,” Vandermark 
said. “To have these pieces that 
are micro -suites, almost. It’s basi- 
cally trying to develop that set of 
techniques as the band develops, 
and think about what we’ve done 


before, and what kind of music I’m 
exploring now. It’s a more general- 
ized goal. I think that works well. 
I’m not limiting the potential.”

The Keys to Happiness 


Local accordionist 
Merv Conn gets the 
Jeff Krulik treatment 

FILM I Documentarian Jeff Krulik 
loves people who love what they do. 
Even if you find ’80s metal laugh- 
able, the enthusiasm of “Heavy 
Metal Parking Lot’s” Cap Centre 
tailgaters is infectious. A zebra- 
striped muscle -T and some hand- 
thrown devil horns? Hell, yeah! 

But Krulik also has a soft spot for 
the old guys. He’s gone RV-ing with 
Ernest Borgnine and cruised the 
District with cage -match pioneer 
Fred Blassie. Sunday at the AFI, in 
honor of the 87th birthday of Sil- 
ver Spring-based accordionist Merv 
Conn, Krulik premieres his latest 
film. (There will also be cake.) 

“The Legend of Merv Conn” 



is a casual, intimate portrait of 
a guy who, inspired by a 1930s 
radio crooner, picked up the por- 
table piano and never put it down. 


“Arthur Tracy was ... the first one to 
have a background of the accordion 
while he was singing,” Conn said. “A 
friend of mine ... played a couple of 


feet in back of him. That’s why he 
sounded so good. If he was playing 
the accordion [himself], it would be 
a little loud for his singing.” 

But that didn’t discourage a gen- 
eration of musicians from taking on 
both tasks. When Conn wasn’t pre- 
paring the children of Harry Tru- 
man’s physician for a command per- 
formance before the President and 
Bess or schooling the Nixon girls in 
the finer points of the button box, 
he worked as a “strolling singing 
accordionist.” 

For years. Conn played res- 
taurants along Connecticut Ave- 
nue. He now takes requests every 
week from the Masons (he’s a 33rd 
degree) and the Kiwanis. He’s got 
a thousand tunes memorized. “You 
say. What would you like to hear? ’” 
Conn explained. “How many times 
could you say, 1 don’t know that 

song?”’ GLENN DIXON

Eclectic lit-rockers 
One Ring Zero join 
up with great writers 

M U S I C I Michael Hearst and Joshua 
Camp must have been the kind of 
annoying snotties who drove you 
nuts in high school. With their 
high-end taste in literature, film 
and music; their eccentric style of 
dress; their archaic way of speak- 
ing, these were the kind of smarter- 
than-thou anti-hipsters who were 
all the more irksome for being gen- 
uinely smarter than you. 

Now they’re One Ring Zero, 
and they have the same discern- 
ing but quirky taste in just about 
everything as well as friends in high 
places, and the anti-hipster world 


is at their feet. (This is some sort of 
lesson about how the weirdos win 
and the jocks lose — pay heed, mis- 
erable teenagers!) 

The Brooklyn-based duo even 
titled an album “As Smart as We 
Are,” and it features a book as well 
with lyrics authored by ORZ fans/ 
friends Jonathan Lethem, Mar- 
garet Atwood, Paul Auster, Dave 
Eggers, Neil Gaiman and others. 
But the music they play isn’t eso- 
teric or exclusionary. It’s a world’s 
worth of sound, noise — and, dare 
we say it — vision. Starting with 
the instruments of the usual four- 
man rock-band setup (kitty litter, 
bread machine, power drill), Hearst 
and Camp then fold in some of the 
standard-issue indie soundmakers 
(theremin, toy piano, organ) and

unearth a few gemlike rarities for 
an otherworldly touch or two (cajon, 
metallophone and Jones- O -Phone, 
of course). 

What comes out of these beasts 
is a sort of sprightly gypsy wedding/ 
death march of circus music, sad 
tangos, imaginary foreign children’s 
films and whatever tunes play in a 
mad person’s head when they’re in 
a really, really good mood. This, by 
the way, is a recommendation. 

As the leading lights of what has 
been labeled “lit rock,” One Ring 
Zero escapes novelty designation 
with its attachment to other former 
geeks (like that Charles Dodgson 
— what a feeb) and extreme facil- 
ity with its array of instruments 
and an international calvalcade of 
genres. So it’s true what you told 
yourself back then in the lock- 
er room: Smart is the new cool.

The Iron Age of Metal 



Mastodon’s ambitions 
reach all the way 
back to ancient myths 

MUSIC I Looking at the resume of 
Atlanta-based metal quartet Mast- 
odon, metal fans unfamiliar with 
the band’s music often mistakenly 
assume that Mastodon is a “met- 
alcore” band. After all, it’s a rela- 
tively new band and has partici- 
pated in high-profile heavy metal 
tours — including Ozzfest and the 
Unholy Alliance Tour. 

Metalcore has been the thing 
in the metal community ever since 
rap -metal died out and bands such 
as Shadows Fall and Lamb of God 
became popular. But Mastodon has 
little in common style -wise with 
its peers. Instead, the band’s sound 
incorporates elements of Black Sab- 
bath, Thin Lizzy, 1970s progressive 
rock, fusion and hardcore. 

Mastodon’s latest album, “Blood 
Mountain,” is an ambitious concept 
album about a starving man climb- 
ing a mountain. Along the way, the 
protagonist gets caught in a bliz- 
zard, hallucinates, meets mythi- 
cal creatures (hi, Sasquatchi), sees 


God and even eats his own flesh. 
Not since the days of psychedelia 
and LSD has a serious rock band 
been able to convincingly get away 
with lyrics like “Ice fields blanket 
land, snow queen, hypothermia, 
ice lips!” 

The band members perfectly 
complement the bizarre, bleak 
story with a brutal onslaught of 
electric and acoustic guitars, cold 


melodies and pounding drums. 

The album’s primitive, chaotic 
and frightening feel is only made 
more intense by the fact that the 
album’s lyrical content and sound 
are totally alien to listeners in

The Dissident Display 
Gallery brings a high 
art beat to H Street 

OUT&ABOUTlIts presence herald- 
ed only by a black-and-white sign 
that reads “Studio 416,” the Dissi- 
dent Display Gallery recently made 
a low-key entrance to the H Street 
Northeast corridor. 

The brainchild of Adrian Lov- 
ing and Ayodamola Okunseinde, 
both of whom have made signifi- 
cant contributions to the D.C. art 
scene — Loving as a DJ, graphic 
designer and event planner, and 
Okunseinde as a creative director 
and visual artist — the gallery’s 
avant-garde interior is an exten- 
sion of the owners’ vibe. 

White walls meet high ceilings 
and sleek design incorporates a DJ 
booth where Loving will spin sets at 
each show’s closing party. Though

he’s quick to clarify, “Dissident Dis- 
play is not a club with pictures on 
the wall.” The booth simply adds 
another layer with which to “remix 
culture,” a term Loving and Okun- 
seinde coined to define their artis- 
tic process. 

Before banding together. Lov- 
ing and Okunseinde were separate- 
ly trying to find their way after art 
school in the District. After recog- 
nizing a shared attraction to night- 
life and multimedia art, the pair 
teamed up. 

Dissident Display includes a 
production studio, gallery and an 
educational component offering free 
lectures, classes and workshops — 
what the owners call a “trifecta of 
brands.” 

Pushing to transform H Street 
into an arts district and eventually 
to extend their reach internationally, 
the Dissident Display dudes see their 
future, “on the red carpet,” as Loving

Stirred From the Soul 


Lizz Wright applies 
her sultry voice to a 
wide range of songs 

M U S I C I Four years ago, Lizz Wright 
walked onto the Kennedy Center 
stage, basically a nobody. Her 
charming first disc, “Salt,” hadn’t 
been released yet, but she’d gar- 
nered enough attention to be includ- 
ed in that year’s Mary Lou Williams’ 
Women in Jazz Festival. 

Wright powered her smoldering 
alto over a set of tranquil originals 
and jazz chestnuts, winning over 
the audience. When she conclud- 
ed with a soul- stirring rendition of 
“Soon as I Get Home,” people rose 
to their feet. 

While some critics chalked 
her up as Verve Records’ answer 
to Blue Note’s Norah Jones, her 
second 2005 album, “Dream- 
ing Wide Awake,” showed that 
Wright’s attempting to stake her 
own claim. 

Wright enlisted maverick pro-

ducer Craig Street (the mastermind 
behind Cassandra Wilson’s “Blue 
Light ’Til Dawn”) to help sharpen 
her writing skills and shake off 
the somewhat jazz -ish posturing 


of her debut. 

Craig revealed his initial trepida- 
tion with working with Wright. “I 
went in to see her [at the Blue Note] 
and was struck by her voice. It was 
absolutely spectacular. But I didn’t 
find anything that I was remotely 
interested in working with [mate- 
rial-wise]. Her set was very jazzy,” 
he confessed. 

But after conversations about 
Wright’s favorite songwriters, which 
included Fiona Apple, Damien Rice 
and Nick Drake, the two decided to 
collaborate. “I think our first conver- 
sation was a really special moment, 
because I confessed to him, Man, I 
really don’t listen to jazz when I’m 
by myself,”’ Wright said. 

Street paired her with songwrit- 
ers such as Toshi Reagon, Jesse Har- 
ris and Carlos Henderson, resulting 
in music that confirms her status as 
an aspiring diva, johnmurph

Vibrant Shadows 


‘Moving Pictures’ 
stops life in its tracks, 
then starts it up again 

GALLERIES I Robert Bresson said 
he gave up painting for filmmak- 
ing because he wanted to see the 
leaves on the trees move. 

Jean-Luc Godard wrote, “Pho- 
tography is truth. Cinema is truth 


24 times per second.” 

Merge both directors’ state- 
ments, and there’s a sentiment that 
makers and audiences of late-19th/ 
early-20th-century film would have 
agreed with. 

It can be difficult for modern 
viewers to grasp the radicality of 
kinetoscopes and their kin, but 
“Moving Pictures: American Art 
and Early Film,” which opens Sat- 


urday at the Phillips Collection, 
makes it brilliantly clear. 

Paintings, drawings and such 
have tended to look fresh longer 
than early cinematic subjects, 
which suffered from comparison 
to technologically superior suc- 
cessors. But by hanging loops of 
early “actualities” alongside simi- 
lar still scenes, “Moving Pictures” 
renders ancient footage of black- 


smiths, boxers and serpentine danc- 
ers stunningly new. 

Before movies, the spectrum of 
popular entertainments included 
illustrated lectures and magic-lan- 
tern shows. Having returned from 
exotic locales, travelers would hit 
the rails, stopping to recount their 
exploits with whatever visual aids 
they could pack. 

This show captures the nov- 


elty of armchair adventurers at 
last being able to witness things 
— remote waterfalls, a trip down 
the Grand Canal — they might oth- 
erwise have never seen. But it goes 
beyond that. 

There’s a scientific overlay to the 
sensibility of Edison, the Lumiere 
Brothers et al. If you wanted to see 
people move, you could go to the 
theater. Part of the draw for movies 
was that they arrested movement as 
they captured it. Individual frames 
froze life. Eadweard Muybridge’s 
motion studies of animals (the 
human included) captured pre- 
cisely how creatures appeared at 
any spot on the journey from point 
A to point B. 

Early films didn’t function mere- 
ly as mcmn^pictures, seen one-on- 
one in intimate quarters. They also 
were public spectacles (in the tradi- 
tion of large landscape paintings, 
themselves veterans of the touring 
circuit). A gay- ’9 Os chromolitho- 
graph of “Edison’s Greatest Mar- 
vel, the Vitascope” shows a packed 
theater rapt at the sights unfolding 
before it. A small pit orchestra plays. 
The screen is wrapped in an ornate 
gold frame, glenn dixon

Reggae With a Hot Kick 


Richie Spice’s soulful 
music is charged with 
political observation 

MUSIC I “Right now. I’m in the 
streets — Kingston, Jamaica!” 
shouted singer Richie Spice into a 
faltering cell phone. How appropri- 
ate: The roots -reggae giant’s new 
CD is titled “In the Streets to Afri- 
ca,” and it’s another strong collection 
of cultural tunes, such as “Open the 
Door” and “Youth Dem Cold.” 

But it wasn’t Kingston’s tough 
streets where Spice, 36, first began 
applying his soulful pipes to reggae 
riddims. He grew up in a rural part 
of St. Andrew parish — just outside 
of Kingston, but a world apart. “It’s 
not really too far from town, but the

problem was the community never 
developed where there was a tele- 
phone and transportation system, 
so I had to leave to get my work out 
there,” Spice said. “But it was a nice 
vibration growing up there as a lik- 


kle youth because the atmosphere 
was very clean and it gave inspira- 
tion and a natural vibration.” 

The road out of St. Andrew was 
partly plowed by his brothers Pli- 
ers (who had the massive 1992 hit 
“Murder She Wrote” with Chaka 
Demus) and Spanner Banner, but 
Spice reached the top of the roots - 
reggae world through sheer hard 
work. 

His politically charged 2000 
song “Earth a Run Red” wasn’t 
a hit when it first came out, but 
within a few years it was practical- 
ly the national anthem of Jamaica.

The true espionage 
tale ‘Breach’ does 
fiction one better 

UNDERCOVER I Chris Cooper plays a 
most devilish boss in the spy drama 
“Breach.” 

In his depiction of FBI traitor 
Robert Hanssen, Cooper creates 
a chilling portrait of a man who 
not only mistreats his subordi- 
nate, but is an expert marksman 
as well. Ticking off this boss could 
get you killed. 

Written and directed by Billy 
Ray (“Shattered Glass”), “Breach,” 


which opens on Friday, is based on 
the true story of Hanssen, an FBI 
agent who was arrested in 2001 
and sentenced to life in prison for 
selling state secrets to the Rus- 
sians throughout most of his 25- 
year career. Hanssen is one of the 
most notorious spies in U.S. history. 
His actions cost the government bil- 
lions of dollars and resulted in an 
untold number of deaths. 

Ryan Phillippe plays Eric O’Neill, 
the young agent who helped bring 
Hanssen to justice after working 
undercover as an FBI clerk for three 
months. As a low-level operative, the 
26 -year- old O’Neill hardly seemed 


a match for an experienced FBI 
insider like Hanssen, and O’Neill 
endured Hanssen’s abusive, conde- 
scending and inappropriate behav- 


ior while he quietly gathered evi- 
dence on the suspected spy. 

Hanssen appears to be a loyal, 
patriotic agent, devoted to his fam- 


ily and his faith. But beneath that 
facade lurks a dangerous mind. 
Hanssen initially treats his clerk 
with contempt and suspicion but 
gradually worms his way into the 
young man’s personal life. 

“It’s probably the most contra- 
dictory character I’ve ever played,” 
said Cooper. He read books about 
Hanssen and spoke at length with 
O’Neill, who served as a consultant 
on the film. Since there was no avail- 
able footage of the spy, he focused 
his portrayal on other aspects of 
Hanssen’s character: his pompos- 
ity and lack of social graces. 

“He never kept that proper social 
distance,” said Cooper. “He’d always 
come around the desk where Eric 
was working and just hang around 
and touch him. It was very creepy 
for Eric.” 

Phillippe was attracted to 
“Breach” because of its subject mat- 
ter. “If I’m going to devote months of 
energy and time and take the time 
away from my kids, the story has to 
resonate with me,” he said, angela

Acadiana has an 
authentic way with 
Mardi Gras cuisine 

BIG EASY COOKING I Many people 
associate Mardi Gras, which rages 
on through Tuesday, with parades, 
music, booze and bacchanalian 
behavior. Yet it’s the food that puts 
the “fat” in Fat Tuesday. 

The onset of Mardi Gras also 
marks the beginning of craw- 
fish season. And, after a couple of 
rebuilding years with poor harvest- 
ing as a result of Hurricanes Rita 
and Katrina, this year is expected 
to serve up a bumper crop, helped 
by southern Louisiana’s mild tem- 
peratures and plenty of rain. 

For Jeff Tunks, executive chef at 
Acadiana and former chef at New 
Orleans’ award-winning Grill Room 
at the Windsor Court Hotel, that’s 
good for crawfish etouffee, since 
it’ll be made with fresh crawfish 
shipped live from Louisiana as of 
this week. While folks from Louisi- 
ana’s Acadiana region may be able 
to buy live crawfish at reasonable 


prices, Tunks notes that getting 
the real thing for flavor isn’t cheap. 
Last year, he ordered 70 pounds, 
which, after shelling, weighed only 
6 pounds. “That’s $39 a pound. Lots 
of people hear that and point out 
that they can do a lobster boil much 
cheaper than that.” 

But it’s the authentic ingredients 
and flavor on which Tunks and his 
staff have established this restau- 
rant, which includes bread shipped 
from Leidenheimer’s Bakery, bar- 
becued shrimp in the style of pio- 
neers Pascale’s Manale and Stein’s 
Cane Syrup. “One thing I’ve had to 
discontinue were the Gulf oysters, 
because I just couldn’t always get 
them,” he said. 

According to Tunks, there will 
be more opportunities to celebrate 
like a Cajun come spring, what with 
crawfish and shrimp boils, pig 
roasts and other outdoor shindigs 
on Acadiana’s patio. Although with
